PREFACE. 

Tuts xrork is of very ancient origin, and one of the m8ny stitches used In Point Lace, 
In which indeed every variety of stitch that can bo formed by a sowing needle ie to be 
found : it wan also worked with a shuttle and pin, forming coarse trimmings, See., con- 
sisting of small pieces workod separately, afterwards tacked on a paper pattern and 
sewn together with a very flno needle and thread, n process extremely tedious and trying to 
tho eyesight. In this state it has recently been revived in France under the title of 
“ FrlvoIitA.” 

I have been much solicited for some timo past to Introduce tho work in England, but 
have delayed dolug so until I could simplify the modo of working, and endeavour to 
render It suitable to the taste of the English lodv : for I considered thAt the old system 
required inoro time in the completion than the most elaborate design in crochet. To 
obviate tho difficulties above mentioned, I bavo substituted a “ Netting Needle,” for the 
44 Shuttle,' 1 which has enabled me to attach and thape the patterns while working; and 
where the loops nrc too small to admit of the notting necdlo passing through, I have 
given directions for using a sowing noodle instoad. 

It is necessary that the examples should be practised two or throe times before com- 
mencing any of the patterns, tho whole of the designs being arranged progressively, to 
facilitate tho acquirement of the work.

Work 100 buuohes of Grapes as iu the preceding directions, aud to form the 
Soutacue for the centre stem, with the green silk aud gold twist, which arc to be uned 
double, taking oare In foldiug the silk that the shades of each eud correspond ; tie (ho 
ends together, and fusion it to the stem of one of the bunches, hold tho silk aud

For the branch which crosses tho pocket, with tho green and gold, commence upon 
the centre stem where tho ninth hunch was joined, work 40 chain as before ; join on a 
hunch, then 30 chain greon and gold. Work a tendril ; 10 chain green and gold, Join 
on a bunch, 30 chain green and gold ; join on a bunch, 20 chain green and gold. 
Work a tendril ; 20 chain green ami gold ; join on a bunch, 40 chain green And gold ;
